Northern Italy, where the French and 
Italians were engaged in combat with 
the Austrians.

Twenty- 
five years ago it was a problem of 
drunkenness. To-day, owing to the 
revelations of medical science as to 
the effects of alcohol, evn in small 
quantities, upon the human body, 
and particularly upon the delicate 
nerve cells, it has become a question 
vf alcohol as a racial poison. Alcohol

Applying Wall Paint 


One of the most common reasons why 
many amateur jobs in painting fail is im- 
proper application, particularly in wall 


work. When painting walls, the amateur 
usually works horizontally across the 
wall from the ceiling down. It is im- 
possible to do a good job in this way, as 
the laps can never be covered, nor can 
sufficient surface be painted in time to 
lay on an additional strip before the 
paint of the preceding lap has dried.

Greasing Ford Ignition Systems
